BETHEL SPEAKS 

BLUE AND GOLD 
INTERVIEWS SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDENT 

For this issue of the Blue and 
Gold our reporter was able to 
have an interesting interview 
with Mr. Donald Christie, the 
capable superintendent of 
schools in Bethel and several 
surrounding communities. 

Mr. Christie, who came to 
Bethel in 194G, believes that the 
town has made much progress 
3ince then. He believes that the 
greatest change has been the in- 
crease in the number of new 
homes: most of which have been 
constructed in the area beyond 
the mill in West Bethel and on 
Paradise Hill. Also, when he ar- 
rived here, the town’s children 
were attending school in the old 
grammar school across from 
Hanscom Hall. In 1950 a modern 
eight room buildings was con- 
structed, and two years later 
two more rooms were added. 

In spite of the fact that Beth- 
el has no new Industry, most of 
its people are employed, and Mr. 
Christie thinks that the Bethel 
Tnn. with its new manager, could 
easily increase the town’s sum- 
mer business. 

The superintendent feels that 
the transition from grammar 
school to Gould is successful for 
the majority of students, al- 
though it is not easy for all. The 
elementary sohool teachers have 
discussed the problem with the 
high school teachers, and 
through these discussions both 
groups have gained a better un- 
derstanding of each other’s 
problems. The seventh and eighth 
grade teachers in particular have 
done their utmost to prepare 
their students for high school. 
The grammar school students 
have homework each evening. 
Mr. Christie feels that those who 
have prepared in the rural com- 
munities outside Bethel are in- 
clined to find the change more 
difficult than those who have 
attended school In Bethel. 

As a father with two children 
at Gould, Mr. Christie feels that 
relations 'between Gould and the 
town are very good. He believes 
that difficulties between town 
and dorm students is created by 
a lack of understanding; each 
group has its advantages, and 
should make an attempt to un- 
derstand each other’s problems. 

Mr. Christie has strong con- 
victions on .the fundamental 
aims, the long range planning, 
and the philosophy underlying 
the education of today’s young 
people. The state or local govern- 
ment spends a great deal for 
education, and he feels that the 
money is spent most advantag- 
eously. Contrary to the belief of 
mnnv individuals, the schools still 
teach the basic, necessary fun- 
damentals, and many other 
things in addition to these. The 
alms of education are just as 
sound as they have ever -been. 
The superintendent strongly be- 
lieves that if it has neglected to 
do anything, It must be given 
more equipment and also a 
greater number of teachers. 
Young families are willing to

REID AWARD 
WINNER 

Jack Reid of Lisbon Falls, 
Maine, a member of the senior 
class of Gould Academy, is the 
1957 winner of the Bausch & 
Lomb Honorary Science Award 
Medal for achieving the highest 
soholastic record In science 
subjects during his high school 
career, it has been announced by 
Elwood F. Ireland, Headmaster. 

Only winners of this Award, 
presented annually in more than 
6000 secondary schools through- 
out the country, are eligible to 
compete for the Science Schol- 
arships sponsored by the Bausch 
& Lomb Optical Company at the 
University of Rochester. 

The internationally - famous 
Rochester, N. Y., optical firm 
provides for three or four scho- 
larships annually, with flexible 
stipends based on financial 
need, and with a total combined 
value of $9,600. 

Although the Science Award 
Medal is presented upon gradu- 
ation, the winner must be selec- 
ted at an early date because 
applications for the scholarships 
must be filed with the Univer- 
sity on or before March 1. The 
selection of the winner is based 
upon scholastic achievement in 
science, with incidental consid- 
eration of general academic 
standing, qualities of leader- 
ship, and extra-curricula activ- 
ities. 


pay for these extra school ser- 
vices, but the schools are stym- 
ied by the older people who are 
not willing to pay for them. 

In Maine, a town’s property 
taxes are those which pay the 
school expenses, with some as- 
sistance from the state govern- 
ment. In order to get more 
teachers and better schools, the 
property tax must be increased, 
and the state should be responsi- 
ble to a greater degree for the 
cost of education. Maine pays 
lower teachers’ salaries and 
spends less on education than 
many other states do. Mr. Chris- 
tie feels that Bethel itself has 
done an excellent job of educat- 
ing its young people; the people 
have always supported the 
schools in every way, and he is 
certain that they will continue to 
do so. 

■In closing, Mr Christie stated 
that lie thought the prospects 
of teaching as a career for to- 
day’s youth are the greatest 
they’ve even been. He himself 
would like to see more of those 
who honestly enjoy working with 
people enter the field. The num- 
ber of people that have chosen 
teaching as a career has in- 
creased greatly In recent years, 
although Maine has not kept 
pace with other states.

TEACHER SPEAKS 

"Defeat Is not the worst of 
failures. Not to have tried is the 
true failure.” 

This question, I think, applies 
to all of us to some extent. Un- 
fortunately, wo cannot all reach 
the top in all phases of our lives, 
whether it be In school, sports, 
or in our daily routines. On sec- 
ond thought, perhaps "fortunate- 
ly” should be substituted for 
"unfortunately” In the above 
sentence. The reason I say this 
is that it is often from our set- 
backs or mistakes that the 
greatest benefits may be achiev- 
ed. That is, if one has sincere- 
ly given his best but still has 
been unable to avoid failure. 

How frequently do we find 
ourselves defeated at some task 
because of a lack of effort, or 
perhaps we have not faced up to 
the situation honestly and in- 
telligently. We rationalize that 
we oould have succeeded if this 
or that had been different Ra- 
tionalizing our failures can be- 
come a dangerous weapon in- 
flicting deep and serious wounds 
to the Individual. It customari- 
ly follows that once the individ- 
ual develops this attitude, he re- 
sorts more and more frequently 
to the device of justifying hla ac- 
tions. The only solution seems to 
he that we must analyze our- 
selves and face up to our prob- 
lems squarely. 

Since becoming a teacher and 
coach, I have seen Individuals 
thwarted because they lacked 
the necessary ability for the task 
required. In many cases these 
individuals emerged with muoh 
more success than they may 
have actually realized only be- 
cause they "tried.” *14113 trait 
will carry over into their daily 
lives and is a strong foundation 
for later success. The really sad 
case Is the individual who quits 
on himself and suffers defeat. 
These individuals lose all. 

Our habits and patterns we 
form now will become our con- 
stant companions In the years 
to come. In order to avoid the 
"true failure” we must choose 
the right companions early in 
life.
